A RANK S COLLAPSE. 
New York, March 24.—Official an­ 
nouncement was made late Monday 
night that the \\ ashington national 
bank at No. I Broadway would not 
open its doors to-day. The bank's re­ 
sources have been loaned out by the 
president to two friends, and the dis­ 
covery of its condition was accidentally 
made. 
I he bank is not a member of 
the 
( learing house association, but 
clears through the Gallatin national 
bank. 
I nder a rule of the clearing 
house which went into effect January 
I the banks clearing in this way must 
submit their accounts to examination 
by the clearing house. 
Monday Bank 
Examiner Hepburn, representing the 
clearing house, appeared at the Wash- 
ington bank to examine its affairs. 
He soon discovered 
that 
its capi­ 
tal 
was 
impaired. 
As 
soon 
as 
this announcement was made Pres­ 
ident 
Sherman, 
who has been in 
charge of tile bank, was prostrated, 
but recovered sufficiently to inform the 
directory that he hail been too liberal 
in loaning money to his friends. 
Two 
accounts have been discovered th at 
foot up $121,000 that are probably total 
losses. One is for $70,000, secured by 
poor and worthless collateral, and the 
other, a draft for $50,000 on John 
Silva, which had been cashed by the 
president and “hung on a hook.” It is 
said that Mr. Silva has promised to 
make this draft good to-day. The bank 
had a capital of $300,000 and deposits of 
$600,000. 
The only officers 
present 
when the complete announcement was 
made by the bank examiner were the 
cashier, J. T. Grainger, and director 
Sidney 
Tilghman. 
The 
president 
had 
then 
gone 
away, 
no 
one 
knew where. The president of the 
Gallatin hank at once gave notice that 
his institution would no longer clear 
for the Washington bank. This news 
prevented any attem pt being made to 
make up the losses. 
Cashier Grainger said that the devel­ 
opments were a surprise to both him­ 
self and the directors. None of them 
had any idea that the president was in­ 
volved in any irregular transactions, 
and he could say nothing about details 
of the method by which the funds were 
withdrawn. 
Mr. Tilghman, a director 
of the Washington national bank, says 
the impairment of the capital is in the 
neighborhood of $135,000. 
He contin­ 
ued: 
“The bank began business last June with a 
paid-up capital of Alf JO,UDO. The directors all 
had contldeuce in the president, Mr. Sherman, 
and it did seem as though a man, who had been 
the cashier of aa active New York bank for a 
num ber of years, which had deposits and capi­ 
tal amounting to nearly 17,000,000, would be able 
lo run successfully a sm all bank starting with 
OOO,UA) capital. The directors have held reg­ 
ular 
m eetings 
and 
have 
given consider­ 
able attention to the details cf the bank, but it 
seem s it was not possible to follow the IntrL 
cad es of a well conceived plan for hiding facts 
In regard to the condition of the bank. Our 
net deposits at the present tim e are onlv 
OUf CapUal’ 
only 
•duo,OOO, I feel sure is more than enough to se­ 
cure every depositor. I am positive th a t everv 
depositor will be paid in full w ithout any call 
on the stockholders.'’ 
President Sherman said: 
“I wish to have it understood th a t I alone 
bear the burden of responsibility, i t was im ­ 
possible for me to avoid the overdraft and 
after it was made I could do no better than 
to make it a loan. Perm itting a man to open an 
account by depositing out-of town drafts and 
drawing against them was an error of judgm ent 
—a very unfortunate error. No one friendly has 
been benefited by the transaction, nor was 
there any real attem pt to conceal the affairs of 
my adm inistration of the institution from the 
directors. 
They were fully informed of the 
transfer of the overdraft to a loan. 
The 
other affair I 
did 
not 
m ention 
for 
one 
reason only, and th a t was 
th a t 
I 
hoped 
th a t the man, if his difficulties were not 
noised abroad, would be able to cover his short­ 
age. 
“I have shown too much sym pathy 
A 
bank officer has no right to have a heart or to 
try to save a man who is in difficulties. Still it 
is hard to see a worthy man go down without 
an effort being made to save him." 
II® admitted that the security was 
not first-class Wall street collateral, 
but he hoped to recover the money in a 
short time. 
Ile did not believe, and 
does not believe now, that the account 
will be lost. 
But the security he had 
taken, he said, would not stand the 
scrutiny of the clearing house. This 
overdraft was between $73,000 and 
$75,000. 
President Sherman said that the de­ 
positors would be all secured. There 
would be some little loss, but that 
would come out of the stockholders. 
The depositors might have to wait a 
short time because money had been 
lent on notes which could not be col­ 
lected now. 


Th* Slayer o f Ei-CoDgr«Mm»D Taulbee, of 
K entucky. P leads N ot G uilty. 


W a s h in g t o n *, March 24.—In the crim­ 
inal court Charles E. Kincaid pleaded 
“not guilty” to the indictment for the 
murder of ex-Congressman Taulbee. 
The work of procuring a jury was then 
proceeded with, with a measure of sue- I 
cess, seven having been obtained before 
the noon recess. 
The trial will attract widespread a t­ 
tention as the witnesses come from 
such distant and widely separated parts 
of the country as Massachusetts, New 
York, Kentucky, Ohio, Indiana, Ala­ 
bama and Louisiana. The affidavits 
filed in the criminal court relative to 
the summoning of witnesses indicate 
that the plea of self-defense will be 
made, as it is stated that the witnesses 
are to prove that Taulbee had made 
threats against Kincaid. 
[Mr. Taulbee was shot on February 28, 181)0, 
and died in the following month. The shooting 
grew out of a trouble whloh had existed be­ 
tween bim and Kincaid for nearly two years 
and It was started by the publication by K in­ 
caid, who was a resident new spaper corres­ 
pondent. of an article about Taulbee of a sen­ 
sational character. This story appeared on* 
m orning in the new spapers of W ashington and 
as it concerned K entucky people, Kincaid, who 
represented the Louisville Times, i.a afternoon 
paper, telegraphed it to th a t paper, as well as 
to the New York Morning Journal, one of the 
papers wiring him for the story.]

DAVID DIXON PORTER. 
David Dixon Porter was born in Chea­ 
ter, Pa., June 8,1813, entered the United 
States navy aa midshipman in 1829, 
cruised in the Mediterranean and served 
on the coast survey till 1841, when he 
was made a lieutenant. In 1845 he was 
appointed to the naval observatory, 
served through the entire Mexican war, 
returned to the coast survey and for a 
time commanded California mail steam­ 
ers between New York and Panama. 
When the war broke out he was given 
command of the Powhatan, and went 
to the relief of Fort Pickens, Fla. His 
career during the war is well known. 
At the close of hostilities he was pro­ 
moted vice admiral, and took charge of 
the naval academy at Annapolis. In 
1870 he was made admiral of the navy, 
He died in Washington Feb. 13, 1891.

Mr. Gardiner finishol his breakfast 
with a light heart and made his way 
down to Mr. Jackson's house.

W ill Jackson m et his fate. 
Ile fell in 
love w ith her as strong men fall in love; 
he fairly worshiped tho ground she 
walked on. 
She, too, had not known 
him very long beforo she thought silo 
had never seen such a man before. 
W hen she went home to Springfield she 
left the memory of a look from her dark 
blue eyes for W ill Jackson to ponder 
over, and when, iii the following August, 
he followed her to her home, and as they 
walked along a lane one evening asked 
her a question the answer was “ Yes.” 
To his dying day W ill Jackson never 
forgot that lane aud the smell of the 
tw ilight time. 
Friends an^l relatives ap­ 
proved, and the day was set for the wed­ 
ding. 
It is probable that May would 
have alternated between jealousy and 
gladness wore it not that her pretty little 
head was filled w ith thoughts of her own 
just then. 
Tho tim e came for the wed­ 
ding, and Carrie Farnham w ent to Bos­ 
ton to do some shopping. 
I m ust hurry 
over this part of the story. 
There were 
big headlines in the paper ono morning 
over the story of the railroad wreck, and 
W ill Jackson followed tho body of the 
girl he loved as the agony of tho dead 
march wailed and sobbed from the great 
organ! 
He w ent back to his desk and plunged 
into work to find distraction from his 
sorrow. 
He never spoko of tho girl to 
any one, repulsing for the first tim e in 
his life his sister May. 
Except that he 
was graver than before there was little 
change in the man. 
The follow ing year 
May was married to Charlie Farnham, 
a younger brother of tho girl w ho was 
"gone,* and W ill Jackson rejoiced over 
his sister's happiness. Ile behaved very 
generously, he transferred all the prop­ 
erty they had together inherited in trust 
for her and her children. 
As Mr. Farn­ 
ham was employed in a bank in Boston 
May w ent there to live w ith her hus­ 
band, but every week letters from W ill 
and herself crossed each other. 
When tho gun which was fired on 
Fort Sumter iu 18G1 “echoed ’round the 
world,” W ill Jackson was ono of tho 
first men in Lynn to volunteer. To such 
a man the call issued by President Lin­ 
coln came as an order from heaven, and 
when the 
Second M assachusetts in­ 
fantry was recruited he at once signed 
the roll. 
His choice of a regim ent was 
natural, for one of its officers, Capt. 
and afterward Lieut. Col. C. It. Mud go, 
who died at Gettysburg on July 0, 180-1, 
and to w' ose memory the beauti ii 
church of St. Stephens was after wa I 
built in L f a, was his greatest perso 
I 
friend. 
Through the long weary mom s 
of fighting and marching W ill Jackson 
went steadily on, doing his duty as he 
did m ost things in this Ufo—w ith all his 
m ight

whioh will not be thrown en the market 
until April I, when no duty will have to 
bepaid. As yet this stock is under 
bond, and if it were taken out now the 
duty would have to be paid. 
The market price of granulated 6ugar 
in Janesville is at present 
cents per 
pound, but sales e ta lower figure have 
been made by parties who want to get 
rid of their stock before the lall in prices 
Neatly all the Janesville dealers have 
made contracts with sugar houses for 
goods to be delivered in Janesville on 
April I. Several contracts have already 
been made to deliver sugar at Ibis city 
for \% cents after that date, and that will 
probably be the ruling price fora short 
time until the pressing demand is satis­ 
fied. 
Thereafter brokers expect to see 
the wholesale price of sugar average 
about 4 cents a prucd. The retailers 
are now telling gracalated sugar at 
otnte a pound, end will sell for 5 cents 
after April I. The smaller grocery men 
are es nsnal selling a cent or so higher. 
Powdered and loaf sugar will be about 
sud 6 cents after April I, while brown 
sugar will practically go out of the mar­ 
ket. 
Brown sugar is used for many things 
where it is much better than white or 
granulated sugar, and for these use
